The present session of Congress, 
an experiment in co-existence be­ 
tween a Republican President and 
Democratic controlled House and 
Senate will adjourn probably ear­ 
lier than usual. It will probably 
end in July, since July is a hot and 
uncomfortable month in Washing­ 
ton. 


What this session of the Congress 
has accomplished is hotly debated. 
It may go down in the record more 
what it has postponed than what 
action was really taken. 
It is possible that the lawmakers 
will “duck" the hot issues of whe­ 
ther to have rigid or flexible farm 
price supports, the solution of our 
military' reserve plan, most of the 
big labor questions, such matters 
as federal aid to education, and 
other thorny items of debate. 
Out of these controversial issues 
may come party stands when poli­ 
tics will be sizzling on the national 
scale. There are hot opinions as to 
how much good the present session 
has done, as existed w hen the legis­ 
lature adjourned.

The mo st p owerfu l force in the world, de­ 
clared D. Stoddard, is not the atomic bomb 
bu t the idea that made it p ossible. 
The fu ­ 
tu re of the nation, according to Dr. Stod­ 
dard’s theory , dep ends u p on w hat u se is 
made of the gadgets, a general term for 
the marv elou s dev elop ments of science and 
indu stry . The u se that is made of them will 
determine the fu tu re of America. 


FROM RAGS TO RICHES 
For many y ears the Nav ajo Indians were 
held u p as the most p ov erty -strick en p eop le 
in the nation.

Oil leases hav e brou ght the tribe $4 mil­ 
lion. The reserv ation is in the center of one 
of the richest u raniu m mining areas in the 
United States. Roy alties from that mineral 
hav e grown to $50,000 a month. 
The magic of minerals again is being 
demonstrated, as the once lowly Nav ajos 
p rogress from rags to riches.

Secretary of State Du lles cannot be said to hav e 
p lay ed u p the imp ortance of this meeting — p erhap s 
lh Genev a Ju ly 18 — among President Eisenhower 
and his op p osite nu mbers in Britain, France and 
Ru ssia. 
Ev en a mild and p erhap s tru e statement by Vice 
President Nix on, p ointing oat how imp ortant the con­ 
ference may be, did not draw endorsement from 
the State Dep artment, whose v iews are Du lles’ 
v iews. 
Last week Nix on said the meeting may be man’s 
last chance to av oid war. When Du lles’ p ress officer 
Henry Su y dam was ask ed for comment, he said: 
“ I’ll mak e no comment.” 
The administration’s attitu de seems to be getting 
u nder the sk in of Sen. George, the Georgia Demo­ 
crat who u rged the meeting before Eisenhower 
agreed to it. Su nday George said: "W« ou ght to ap ­ 
p roach this with a p ositiv e attitu de.” 
Du lles has tak en p ains to say : 
Don’t get y ou r hop es too high abou t this confer­ 
ence. Then, if it fails y ou won’t be disillu sioned. 
Eisenhower describes his role at the conference 
this way : He and the other top men won’t mak e de­ 
cisions. They ’ll ju st discu ss p roblems in genera!. 
When it comes to tack ling sp ecific p roblems, the 
foreign ministers will do that. 
There is also some p olitical u sefu lness in the ad­ 
ministration’s ap p roach to the conference: 
If the Rep u blicans got the p eop le steamed u p abou t 
the meeting and it failed, the Democrats cou ld try 
to blame them for it and the v oters in the 1956 elec­ 
tions might show' their disap p ointment. 
By p romising he wou ld not fall into the trap of 
ap p easement at the meeting, Eisenhower seems to 
hav e p leased those among his Rep u blicans who 
sou nded afraid to see him meet the Ru ssians. At 
least they ’v e been fairly q u iet since. 
Bu t, by indicating beforehand he will mak e no final 
decisions, Eisenhower may be setting another k ind of 
trap for hi rn self: 
What will he do if the Ru ssians at the meeting 
su ddenly confront him with p rop osals which hav e 
some air of reasonableness, p articu larly to Britain 
and France, bu t req u ire a decision by Eisenhower 
if the conference is not to fail? 
Since this isn’t wartime, with its need for secrecy , 
the meeting will hav e p rop aganda v alu e for all sides.

Progress Seen Iii 
Brucellosis Testing 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Twenty- 
four Indiana counties have started 
the wheels in motion for the state 
brucellosis test program, says Dr. 
F. A. Hall, Purdue veterinary sci­ 
ence department. All cattle in these 
counties are being blood tested, 
and as a result, reactors will be 
removed from the counties. Twen 
ty other counties are in the pro­ 
cess of signing up for the pro­ 
gram, and an additional 15 coun­ 
ties are beginning to organize. 
The testing program, financed 
through federal, state, and county 
funds, will provide a IOO per cent 
test in each county participating 
and will lead to a better market 
for each individual’s milk, better 
human health, healthier livestock, 
and greater income. Dr. Hall adds 
that beef cattle must also be tested 
before the test will be considered 
IOO per cent. 
Local veterinarians will draw the 
blood samples but actual testing' 
will be done in official laboratories. 
The Federal Government pays 50 
per cent of the total cost, Indiana 
25 per cent, and each participating 
c o u n t y provides the additional 
funds to complete their testing pro­ 
gram.

Hoosier farmers can strike back 
with a double punch at weeds in 
their com crop, says O. C. Lee, 
Purdue University botanist. 
Spraying with 2.4-D can be look­ 
ed upon as an emergency measure I 
as well as a general farm prac­ 
tice, reminds the specialist. If per­ 
iods of wet weather occur later 
this spring, making cultivation im­ 
possible, farmers can come to the 
rescue of their com crop by spray­ 
ing with the chemical killer. 
Lee cautions farmers not to re- j 
place cultivation with 2,4-D appli­ 
cations. Benefits will be derived 
from both practices. 
Two types of 2,4-D (amine salts 
and esters) are available. Both are 
liquids, and either one will get the 
job done. However, there is great- j 
er danger of injury to com from 
the ester type than from the amine. t 
Therefore, when the ester is used, I

Tomato Disease 
Controls Given 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Tomato di­ 
sease in the home garden can be 
controlled if home gardeners follow' 
suggestions of R. W. Samson, Pur­ 
due University plant pathologist. 
Some 20 or more distinct diseases 
can be found at one time or anoth­ 
er on tomatoes in Indiana. Many 
are of minor importance while 
some cannot yet be satisfactorily 
controlled. However, some of the 
most destructive diseases can be 
prevented or controlled. 
One of. these is the soil borne 
Fusarium wilt disease, which can 
be licked, Samson says, by plant­ 
ing highly wilt resistant varieties 
in the first place. Kokomo, Home­ 
stead No. 2, Jefferson and Sunray 
have been developed ot withstand 
onslaughts of the disease. The high­ 
ly resistant varieties are equal if 
not superior in quality to other va­ 
rieties, so should be used it wilt is 
thought to be present in a soil. 
The pathologist says s p e c i a l 
chemicals must be used to control 
tomato leaf blights and fruit rots. 
Maneb, Zineb, Captan, and All-Pur­ 
pose sprays or dusts are fungicides 
suggested for good control. All 
trade containers carry good direc­ 
tions for use of these materials. 
Three tablespoonfuls of any of 
the above mentioned materials in 
concentrated form in a gallon of 
water makes sufficient spray mix 
for one application on IOO row feet 
of almost full-grown tomatoes. A 
small 144 or 2-gallon compressed 
air sprayer works nicely for apply­ 
ing the spray.
